than just, In Socialism, the iconoclast 
is absolutely nseloss. If he cannot tell 
what showld replaco the ald, ho canuot 
tell what should bo destroyed, and is 
lablo to destroy that which should ro- 
main. Ho fa tho Judge, and execution: 
vr, dud poople living under n system ho 
considors wrong, nro his netime. 

It"Fenwick” is right, Hberty includea 
the right to¢choose and adopt wrong 
mothods, Our friend Liberty,” af Boa- 
ton, teaches true freedom, bnt falls into 
the habits peculiar to idolaters, when it 
attempts toshow Bakouninoa disciploot 
trno freedom in the face of his own words, 
Bakounine taught aggressivo revolution. 
IIe would tako society ontire, fron its 
present leaders ani often dostroying 
what did not suit Bakounino, remodel 
thorest after the rovyolutionist’s ideal 
Tn outlining the duty of a revyolutionist 
hesays: “The ontiro filthy socioty of 
our time should be divided into differ. 
ent categories.” Ho finds six, ‘Tho first, 
those whe are sentencod to imyedinto 
death; tho second, those who are tempo- 
rarily permitted tolive so tint tholr op- 
pressive acts will driva thoir victima to 
revolt; third, tho wenlthy whose storea 
will bo used in the revolutionary onnso; 
fourth, ambitiousoilicers and politicians; 
fifth, “those whoi pruttle in meotinga or 
ua writera;” thoso last nro to bo fright- 
paatide” becom iip*rssolatioritetst-ard 
sixth, the women. ‘This taking sucicty 
in hand, liko a refractory child, sravors 
of tyranny one would think; yet Lib- 
erty says Bakonnina would nover nse 
compulsion, 


Tho people being roduced “to tho 
minimum of hitman existonco, confined 
liko a prisoner in his prison they can 
find escape, says Bakounino, only in 
revolution which is described above, 
“A quostion of constriclion” arises bor 
tween Liberty and mo, on tho following; 
“Instruction must be spread among the 
masses without stint, transforming all 
the churehes, all the temples dedicated 
to tho glory of God and tho slavery of 
man, into so many schools of bumm 
emancipation.”~ (Gad and tho State.) 


Vakounine also said that infants 
should be educated in the almost entire 
absence of Liberty. My construction 
was: “The maes of inen aro as ignorant 
of truo socialism or (social Keience) neg 
infanle, In their ignoranco thoy want 
churches, ‘Chey will want them until 
taught Letter, but cannot be taught until 
the revolution changes the churclios into 
schools," Liberty's construction ia: 
“Tho idea simply ia that the pooplo, whon 
educated, will transform their churches 
intu schools.” 


Education is emancipation, thoreforo 
fhe temples ennnot become schools of 
omancipation ufter the poople are olu 
cated.

Taherty continues; “The words do

A. J, Searl seems to think that 
the personal pronoun “his” always 
means “ownership” or property, in 
the legal sense. Mr, S. is a Colle- 
gian, and ought to know better. 
Whena slave uses the “possessive 
pronoun” my in speaking of his mas- 
ter, he certainly does not mean that 
he owns or holds property in the 
said master; neither does the wife 
or the child claim property rights in 
the husband and father, but the law 
recognizes that the husband and fath- 
er possesses pecuniary or property 
interest in his wife and child. See 
the decision of Judge Dodge of 
Ohio, in a recent case wherein Mrs. 
Lewis sued for damages against 
Mrs. Boardman for alienating the 
affections of her husband. The 
Judge is reported as ‘saying: 

A husband has a pecuniary, n property in- 
terest in his wife, n father in his children. A 
father can recover damages from a man who 
seduces hia danghler, but a mother cannot. 
She has no property in her, is not entitled to 
her wages, Tho father is the head of the 
family, the husband the head of the wife,but 
the wife doce not own the husband, the child 
does not own the father. I hold that a child 
cannot sue for an injury to the father. nora 
wifo for au injury to tho husband, but ho can 
suo any one that takes her away from lim, 
who harbors her,or injures her, because sho 
is hia own. Hoowns her ond dares the world 
to meddle with her, ‘The Jew protects him in 
holding her. Tho law gives strength to his 
arm and courage to his heart in defending 
his possession, Dut the wife looks to the 
husband, the law doos not permit} her to go 
forth ta amito tho seducor of her husband, 
nor the man or woman who entices him 
away. 

Of course tho suit was dismissed; 
but if tho case had been reversed— 
if tho husband had sued a neighbor 
for alicnating his wife’s affections, 
according to the ruling of the 
“learned” judge,” the caso might 
havo been sustained. So much for 
‘nutual ownership” in marriage!

a\ very large proportion of the 
secular and religious journals of the 
land join those officials in magnify- 
ing the superiority of our govern- 
ment, and in showing up the optim- 
istio side of tho homo picturo as 
contrasted with that of forcign 
lands and peoples. 

While this is tuo as a general 
statement in regarl to government 
officials and to the press at large, we 
are glad to know that many of the 
most influential dailies and week-

‘The workingman recoivos so 
small a part of his wages that ho cannot buy 
frocly, It ia silly to prate of overproduction 
when thousands of naturally industrious peo- 
ple aro crying for bread and millions are able 
to uaconty the merest necessaries of life, 

Here is the picturo of to-day. The banks 
aro filed with the profita of enpital. Tho 
money cannot find investment, The shelves 
of merchants aro crowded with goods that 
cannot be fold, Factories are’ shut down 
because there is insuficient demand for their 
products, Farmers are unable to sell their 
grain at paying prices. All this looks liko 


overproduction. Turn to the consumers. 
torty thousand workingmen assemble in 


London because they wish to know why they 
aro staring, Tho majority of the same class 
in America receive less than n dollar a day 
ench The amount of earings is less in 
England and much less in Germany, Tho 
individual consumption of products is limit- 
od to nearly tho sinallast amount consistent 
with maintenance of life, All this looks like 
nuderproduction.
